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At a half-mile high elevation, we’re typically 


10-15 degrees cooler than the surrounding cities, 
and our evening temperatures are normally in the 
60’s to low 70’s with little or no humidity. 

Our biggest summer attraction, Deep Creek 
Lake, spans 12 miles in length, has 65 miles of 
shoreline and 3,900 acres of surface area. 

One of the most appealing features of the 
lake is being able to reach area attractions by boat. 
Many lakefront accommodations have dock space 


included. Just bring your own watercraft, 


or rent one locally, and you can cruise to 
all kinds of recreational destinations.

Jack Frost usually starts blowing snow our way in 
mid to late November. Although we receive an average of 
97 inches a year—more snow than Anchorage, Alaska— 
area plows are always on standby and our roads are cleared 
quickly. County leaders recognize the importance of 
tourism to the Deep Creek Lake Area and do an extra- 
ordinary job of keeping our roadways safe year-round. 

The slopes at Wisp Ski Resort are traditionally open 
on or before Thanksgiving. If Mother Nature is not 
cooperative, snowmaking equipment can cover 90 per- 
cent of the mountain with man-made snow. There are 
well-maintained cross country ski trails at Herrington 
Manor and New Germany State Parks. In addition, the 
Savage River Lodge offers trails at its facility in the cen- 
ter of Savage River State Forest.

Or is it the hushed quiet of a star-filled night sky, 
giving meaning to the cliche “the silence was deafen- 
ing?” While we may not be able to fully describe the 
emotional attachment visitors feel after a winter visit 
here, one fact remains clear: everyone leaves inspired with 


a new sense of energy to meet life’s challenges.

Standing at an elevation of half a mule, Garrett 
County boasts a mountain climate unlike any other in 
Maryland. We average 97 inches of snow per year, with 
some winters seeing accumulations surpass two hundred 
inches! If you enjoy winter sports, this is the place. 

The area’s biggest winter attraction, Wisp Ski Resort, 
not only takes advantage of our abundant natural snowfall, 
but also employs highly skilled snowmaking personnel 
that manage some of the most technologically advanced 
equipment in the industry. Wisp can cover 90 percent of 
its trails with man-made snow, using Deep Creek Lake as 
its water source. To enthusiasts, this means an extended 
ski season that is usually operational from before 
Thanksgiving through the end of March! Fourteen miles 
of trails are stretched over 100 acres, and the mountain’s 
elevation rises to 3,080 feet, with an exhilarating 610- 
foot vertical drop. Five chairlifts and two surface tows, 
capable of transporting 9,120 skiers per hour, ensure that 
skiers will enjoy more runs in less time. From the Visitors 
Center on Route 219, there’s a great view of the slopes 
and guests sometimes watch in amazement as snow- 
boarders literally fly over the half pipe area. 


The big news at Wisp is their new Bear 
Claw Snow Tubing Park. This is just plain 
fun with no special skills required. There are 
six wide tubing lanes bordered by snow 
walls. The basic concept is to sit in a tire-like 
tube and yell out your best “Ye-hah!” as you 
quickly slide downhill. To get back up, 
you just bring your tube to a rope pull, sit in 
it, and an attendant will connect you 
to the lift. This sure beats climbing up the 
hill yourself! Snowmaking equipment is also 
used here, so Mother Nature gets a little 
help in making sure the 
fun lasts all winter. Tickets 
are sold for two hour 


sessions, which is usually 
long enough, even for 
teenagers. 

Wisp maintains a 
large rental inventory of 
skis, snowboards, and 
other snow toys.

During winter, when Deep Creek Lake freezes over, 
the ice fishermen begin to emerge. Some are content to 
drill a hole and silently fish all day. Others will bring out 
a “shanty,” invite some friends over and create an all-day 
party. Much of the traditional fishing knowledge applies 


best times to fish are early 


morning and late afternoon—the prime feeding times. 
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Overcast days are often more productive than sunny days 
and noise will automatically scare fish away from any 
hole (guess you’ve got to choose between partying and 
serious fishing). Newcomers to ice fishing are often 
pleasantly surprised to find that fish caught during the 
winter taste much better than those caught other times 
of the year. Drilling augers can be rented from Deep 
Creek Outfitters in McHenry. 

Now, try to imagine the unthinkable. Picture a 


frozen lake with outdoor temperatures cold enough to 


make hugging your former spouse a viable option. 
Now envision hundreds of people, wearing just 
bathing suits, running into the frigid pool of water 
where the ice has been chipped away! Yep, people 
actually do this to raise funds for the Maryland Special 
Olympics. Last year over $60,000 was pledged and 
participants traveled here from all over Maryland for 
this unique Garrett County event.

With 90,000 acres of public parks and forests, the 
opportunities to experience the beauty and isolation 
of fresh snow-covered woodlands is almost endless. 
You can bundle up for a horse drawn sleigh ride in 
Herrington Manor State Park or Deep Creek Lake 
State Park. This is a great family experience. Imagine 
being silently drawn down a wooded path lined by pine 
trees clad with several inches of fresh powder. Your 
smiling companions are all dressed in colorful coats, 
scarves and ski hats when one brave soul starts singing 
“jingle bells” and everyone joins in! It’s a memory that 
will last a lifetime! 

A mote active way to enjoy this winter wonderland 
is to rent a pair of snowshoes and trek along one of our 
marked trails, or even venture off on your own. It is a 
truly refreshing experience to lay the first tracks in deep 
snow. Sure, it’s a little harder than just walking on level 
ground, but not much. Watch the wildlife, take in the 
clean mountain air, and enjoy the pastoral winter vistas. 
These are images that will always be with you so you can 
call upon them whenever urban stress starts to wear you 
down. Snowshoe rentals are 
available at Wisp, the Deep 
Creek Lake Discovery Center, 
Herrington Manor State Park, 
and High Mountain Sports. 

An awesome winter spectacle 
that few visitors take the time to 
enjoy is Muddy Creek Falls, in 
Swallow Falls State Park. This is 
Maryland’s highest waterfall, and 
it freezes Over in winter creating 
a natural beauty that is breath- 
taking. Getting to the falls 
requires about a quarter mile 
hike through an old growth 
hemlock and white pine forest. 
For those that are more adven- 
turous, there is another route 
that loops around to Swallow 
Falls. The scenery of this one 
and a half mile walk is well 
worth the effort. When arriving 
at Muddy Creek Falls, don’t 
be surprised if you see ice 
climbers. Garrett Community 
College offers a degree program 
in Adventure Sports, and climb- 
ing the frozen falls is part of 


their curriculum.

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y husband wanted me to learn how to fly-fish. 


“Tt will be something we can do together,” 

he stated after signing me up for a lesson. 
When I asked him why we couldn’t view shopping as a 
shared experience, he just laughed. As I got out of the car 
and followed him down the trail to the river, I had a 
nagging feeling that I was leaving something behind. But 
after double-checking my vest pockets and waist pack, 


I couldn’t imagine what it might have been. 


In moments we came to the Youghiogheny River— 
the first in Maryland to receive an official “Wild and 
Scenic” designation. A waterway with many faces, this 
unique, north-flowing river is host to world-class rapids 
for whitewater boating, yet this particular stretch, below 
Hoyes Run, is a quiet fly-fishing haven. Cold, fertile water 
released from the Deep Creek Lake hydroelectric station 
favors the large number of brown and rainbow trout 
released there as fingerlings. Our fly-fishing guide informed

walking along was, in 1942, a 
bed for a logging railroad. 
Nature has almost completely 
reclaimed the area. 

Our guide had chosen a 
magnificent location for us. 
Delicate mist still swirled on 
the shady side of the river as 
an early September sun crept 
over the mountain’s ridge. 
The morning’s tranquility was 
the 


sound of moving water and 


interrupted only by 


the sight of cedar waxwings 
twisting in flight above the 
shallow water. My husband 
staked out his area, just a bit 
downstream from where my 
instructor and I were standing. 
This allowed him to fish the 
river and keep an eye on my 
progress at the same time. 
Carefully 
approached the low, clear 


and quietly, 1 


waters of the Youghiogheny 
tried to the 


stealthy movements I had 


and mimic 
been taught. Entering the 
shaded water, I crouched just 
a bit and moved very slowly. 
As I left the river’s edge 
behind, I realized I was hold- 
ing my breath hoping the wary trout would not notice 


me. Until this morning, I had no idea that although trout 
have a very small “blind spot,” above a certain angle they 
can see everything above the water too. This included my 
sudden movements trying to regain balance after slipping 
off one of the rounded cobbles that make up the 
riverbed. It seemed every third step I made was as furtive 
as a water buffalo’s, but boy, I was determined to get this 
new way of walking. I had no idea so many little skills 
had to be mastered in this game. 

Feeling a little anxious yet peaceful at the same time, 
I tied a burnt orange Autumn Sedge to the end of my 
leader and crept into position to cast. While pulling my 
polarized glasses down from my forehead to the bridge 
of my nose, a large trout jumped almost two feet out of 


the river, and fell with a splash. “Drats,’” I thought, we’ve 


been spotted and now he’s going to alert all of his neigh- 
bors. Nonetheless, the wary rainbows that lingered 
upstream continued sipping quietly from the surface. 
They seemed determined to continue, but still very sus- 
picious of my movements. 

I spied a small group of larger rocks, where a deeper 
pocket of water had formed. Tiny aquatic insects danced 
on the surface, which also explained why those fish had 
picked this spot. I straightened myself up and held my 
line, readying for the cast. Drawing my rod back with a 
quick flip at the end I'd cast my line back in a high arc. 
After a brief pause I tried to move forward again but I'd 
caught the tip of the lone leafy branch extending out 
over the water from the bank behind me. It took a few 
tries, but with considerable splash of my own, I finally 
dropped the line into the pocket that held the feeding 
trout. Some may have hung around, I don’t know, but 
feeding at the surface immediately ceased. At once I 
understood the frustration and elation of fly-fishing. 

When I complained to my instructor that I hadn’t 
even gotten a nibble for my efforts, he replied, “Trout 
have a way of keeping us humble.’ I had to agree. I com- 
pletely lacked the finesse I needed and realized that I 
wasn’t worthy of catching a fish just yet. But after some 


more practice, a change of 


patterns, and a move to a 
new location, I actually 
put the pieces together 
and earned my first 
trout on a fly! It was 
small 


just a one, 


pfs) 


maybe ten inches long, but its patterns and colors were 
incredibly delicate and provided more than enough 
encouragement and reward. 

The sport of fly-fishing has a large and loyal follow- 
ing for a variety of reasons. The challenge, the focus, the 
peacefulness and the scenery are only a few of the aspects 
that draw people all over the world into fly-fishing. In 
Garrett County, the wildlife is also part of the attraction, 
with sightings of osprey, deer, bobcat, otter and even the 
occasional bear. Luckily for me, no bears made an appear- 
ance while I was out. 

When I asked my instructor what attracted him to 
fly-fishing, a sport he seemed to have a deep passion for, 
he admitted that it wasn’t the challenge of fooling or 
playing a fish, catching large numbers of fish, or even the 
occasional prize catch. 

“Over my years spent along streams, I've come full 
circle. Today I fly-fish simply as the most pleasant way to 


reveal these living jewels,’ remarked Don Hershfeld, the 


host at ‘Streams & Dreams’ Retreat. “Trout, more than 
any other fish, really fascinated me as a child. Now, 
by teaching others the lessons I’ve learned, I get to ex- 
perience all their elegance and elusiveness afresh. Sharing 
these things is what draws me back again and again. 
You see my client 1s not the only one to benefit." 

As the sun rose higher and the air began to warm on 
this Indian Summer’s day, I was disappointed when it was 
finally time to head back to the car and part ways. As my 
husband and I made our way back up the path, I looked 
over the river and its deceiving simplicity. There was so 
much to learn about the water, the fish, the insects, and 
the techniques. Opening the car door, my cell phone was 
ringing and there were four messages already waiting for 
me. It was only then that I realized what Id left behind 
when starting out for my first morning of fly-fishing—the 
world, with all of its demands and its stresses. I could tell 
I was hooked already, and I was looking forward to 
getting back to the river.

Statewide Boating Regulations for 
Non-Tidal Waters: 


1. All boating accidents must be 
reported. 


2. When water-skiing, two persons 
in the boat (an operator and an 
observer) must be at least 12 
years old. 


3. No water-skiing between sunset 
and sunrise. 


4. It is unlawful to operate a boat in 
a reckless or negligent manner, 
or while under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs. 


5. One Coast Guard approved 
Personal Flotation Device (PFD) 
must be carried for each person 
aboard and additional safety 
equipment may be required. 


6. A valid registration must be on 
board and correctly displayed. 


7. Water-skiing is not permitted 
within 100 feet of docks, shore, 
boats, or other people. 


8. Navigation lights must be dis- 
played between sunset and sun- 
rise. 


9. A Boating Safety Certificate is 
required for those born on or 
atter July |, 1972. Contact the 
officers at 301-387-4111 for 


dates of certification classes. 


Regulations specifically for Deep 
Creek Lake: 


1. A vessel may not exceed 26 feet 
in length, except pontoon boats, 
which may not exceed 30 feet.

4. Engines may not exceed the 

manufacturers recommended 
capacity, or a total displacement 
of 550 cubic inches, whichever

6. Vessels shall be muffled so as not 
to exceed state noise level limits. 


7. No garbage, sewage or other 


waste materials may be dis- 


charged into the lake. 


8. Aircraft are prohibited on the 
lake and buffer strip. 


Personal Watercratt (PWC) fa 
motorized vessel which can only 


carry the number of persons as 


specified by the manufacturer) may 
not be operated on tie lake 
between 11 a.m. and 4 pm. on 
Saturday, Sunday and holiday of 
Memorial Day weekend and 
Saturdays, Sundays and_ holidays 
from July 1 through Labor Day. 


In addition to all other boating reg- 
ulations, PWC must abide by a set 
of their own regulations, a few of 
which are: 


Persons must be at least 16 years of 
age to operate a PWC 


All persons aboard a PWC must 
wear a Coast Guard approved 
Personal Floatation Device (PFD). 


A person may not operate a PWC 
in a negligent manner; i.e. jumping 
the wake of other vessels within 100 
feet of vessel. 


A person may not operate a PWC 
between the hours of sunset and 
sunrise. 


Restricted Skiing Areas and Speed 
Zones: 


1. On Deep Creek Lake 4 person 
may not operate a vessel towing 
a skier, an aquaplane, or similar 
device within 100 feet of any 
bridge on Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays from 11:00 am to 4:00 
pm between the Memorial Day 
weekend and Labor Day. 


2. Water-skiing is not permitted 
beyond the buoys in the upper 
end of North Glade Cove from

3. A person may not operate a vessel 
at a speed in excess of 3 knots 
within 100 feet of the shoreline 
anywhere on the lake, except 
that a person may tow a skier 
from a dock or shore, then im- 
mediately exit the restricted area.

December — Mid March: 


Bring warm clothes and be 
prepared to bundle up with loved 
ones. [here is usaaily 2 ton of 
snow, so bring layered clothing not 
only to keep you warm, but dry as 
well. We also recommend plenty 
of hot chocolate and warm winter 
fires. Heavy snowstorms can occur 
suddenly in our area.

With Black Bears 


Black bears have an interesting 
history as part of Maryland's natu- 
ral heritage. In pre-colonial times, 
bears were considered ‘vermin’ and 
a threat to man. As our pioneer 
ancestors cleared forests, bears were 
driven from most areas due to 
habitat changes. 


During the past two decades, 
bear numbers have steadily 
increased in Western Maryland. 
No other wildlife species can 
reflect the true feeling of “wild- 
ness’ better than the black bear! It 
is refreshing to discover that this 
native wildlife species has returned 
during a time when habitat losses 
are too often leading to wildlife 
population declines. The sight of a 
bear is proof that Maryland has 
extensive forest habitat for this 
wide-ranging animal. 


Black bears can become a nui- 
sance however, particularly for 
people who live near prime bear 
habitat. Conflict between bears 
and people arise when bears dam- 
age personal property and agricul- 
tural products. A bear will take 
advantage of any food available. 
Never feed a bear — they come to 
rely on the easy meal rather than 
foraging in the woods. Also, please 
keep meat scraps m the feczer 
until trash pick up day, rinse food 
cans and wrappers before dispos- 
ing, keep pet food indoors, and 
keep BBQ grills and picnic tables 
clean. When a bear finds a food 
source, it will usually return to that 
source regularly. 


Most bears are wary of people 
and will usually leave an area when 
they see you. Keep in mind that 
they are still wild no matter how
